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Antioch to ask state

The Antioch Village Board passed a 
resolution that will ask state officials to 
look into alternative ways to fund 
Antioch Community High School. 

The board passed the resolution 6-0 
after another resolution proposed by 
Trustee Donald Amundsen to support the 
education fund referendum on the April 20 
failed 4-3. 

The resolution to support the 
education fund was proposed by 
Amundsen after ACHS Board of 
Education Trustee Larry Petersen gave a 
brief background presentation on how the 
-ooanl'camc-trp T the'Two refcrendums on the 
ballot. 

After a brief discussion by board, 
Larry Hanson told the board that he would 



not vote in favor of the resolution until, 
both sides of the school issue are 
addressed in from of the board. 

"I can not support this at this time," 
said Hanson. "We have to have both sides 
represented before we can honestly make 
an educated decision." 

Amundsen, however,, continued to 
press for a vote on the resolution which 
spit the board in half. Antioch Mayor 
Robert Wilton broke the tic with a no 
vote because he said the board didn't come 
to a clear consensus and he would also 
like to hear the other side of the story. 

"The board has the responsibility to 
pass our opinions on this issue," said 
Shineflug. "I am for the education fund 
referendum because this issue affects our 
v i 1 lag e and our kids."

In addition to the ranger, the Park 
Board is organizing a neighborhood watch 
program for the Centennial Park area

New homeowners group 
looks to gain sewer service

Homeowners of the Lotus Shores 
subdivision, who formally organized into 
an association last month, are looking to 
gain sewer service from the Village of 
Antioch or some other source. 

According to Interim President Toni 
Wolfard, the Lotus Shores Home and 
Property Owners Association organized as 
an association to help increase the chances 
to get sewer service to their subdivision.

Wolfard said the Fields' plan drew fire 
late last month when Supervisor candidate 
Judy Martini came to a homeowners 
meeting that was also attended by a Fox 
Rivcrboat Limited Partnership 
representative.

NASA launch coincides with 

space simulations

The annual space simulation missions 
that numerous area school participate in, 
through the help of the Lake County 
Business Industry Education Consortium, 
will this year coincide with an actual 
NASA shuttle launch on April 29. 

According to Jerry Gudauskas, 
LCBIEC's executive director and the space 
simulation project coordinator for Lake 
County schools, the launch and mission 
of Endeavor on April ,29 will coincide 
with the Lake County EBIEC's student 
space simulation activities from May 3-7. 
During the nine days that the shuttle is in 
orbit, a 24-hour schedule will be 
maintained. 

"Like the real astronauts, the student 
astronauts will be doing experiments and 
communicating with other space 
stations," said Gudauskas. 

The students will also get the chance 
to speak with NASA Astronaut Janice 



Voss, who worked with the students last 
May during "Space Habitat Rendezvous" 
at the Lake County Fairgrounds, during 
her mission aboard the orbiter by amateur 
radio. 

The American Radio Relay League, in 
cooperation with the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston, will provide the voice 
communications link between the shuttle 
Endeavor and each school's individual 
shuttle simulator by Space Amateur 
Radio Experiments. 

The main operational radio base will 
be in Waukegan where amateur radio 
tracking antennas are set up. Local "Ham" 
operators will be assisting with the 
project and many more are needed. 

Participating in the program are 
Allendale (Lake Villa), Emmons and 
Grass Lake Schools (Antioch), and A J. 
Kalzenmaier, Novak-King and North 
Chicago High School (North Chicago).

The Antioch Rotary Club is 
continuing to give college scholarships to 
ACHS graduating seniors who intend to 
enroll in school this fall.

Making those food dollars stretch is 
always a challenge. But the 
SHARE/Food program sponsored 
locally by the Antioch Exchange Club 
can help food dollars go a long way.

Agency, pollution board 
mull water-quality rules 



"I only wish we could have had this 
meeting years ago," said Chain O' Lakes 
Fox River Waterway Management 
Director Roy Gundelach after a meeting 
with members of the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board. 

• Engineer Karen Kabbes, the new ex- 
ecutive director of the agency, led a dele- 
gation to meet with the board for a two- 
hour session in Chicago April 1. 

The major hurdle facing any substan- 
tial dredging and restoration projects in 
the Fox River and the Chain involves the 
lack of specific effluent water standards for 
dredging in the state. Lacking specific 
standards, the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency uses suspended solid 
criteria established for wastewater treat- 
ment plants. The criteria require the water 
be discharged at nearly drinking water 
quality. Most states use numbers that ba- 
sically require the water going back into 
the system after dredging should be at 
least as good as what was there in the first 
place. 

"As a well-driller, I'm also very con- 



cerned about the quality of the water," 
stated agency Director Wayne Blake. 
"What we're trying to do will ultimately 
improve the water quality of the lakes and 
river." 

The Illinois Pollution Control Board 
members, who ultimately decide the states 
water-quality rules, were supportive in 
concept and outlined the steps necessary 
to have new dredging rules established.

Each year an estimated 100,000 cubic 
yards of silt are deposited into the lakes 
from the 800-square-miIe Wisconsin wa- 
tershed that feeds into the Fox River.

2,500 acre Oak Prairie Reserve in Liber- 
tyville and Warren Township. Swank's 
math leaves a lot to be desired. The public 
owned open space is only 939 acres. 
Swank can claim leadership in only 72 
acres of that total, which be purchased 
without appraisals and paid exorbitant 
prices. 

A couple of large land owners have 
placed 50 year covenants on their prop- 
erty, which is less than 300 acres. Illinois 
law, however, limits such covenants to 
40 years and even those can be challenged 
in court.

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Hearings could clear final Rte. 53 hurdles

While bulldozers are being positioned to 
begin spring highway construction, 
wheels are grinding on a variety of 
behind-the-scenes levels to clear the final 
hurdles for approval of the mother of all 
Lake County highway projects— the 
extension northward of Rte. 53 from 
Lake-Cook Rd. 

Within the next several weeks, public 
hearings are expected to begin on 
environmental and congestion mitigation 
studies being conducted under auspices of 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 

Reports are that only minor shifts in the 
proposed center line through Long Grove 
and Hawthorn Woods will be necessary to 
carry the super-highway along the 
originally planned route to a point south 
of Gray slake. 

Vigor of opposition to the expressway 
that will bi-sect south Lake County has 
been drained away effectively by officials 
of 12 municipalities and the county 



banded together as the Corridor Planning 
Council of Central Lake County. This 
influential body has been working with 
IDOT engineers basically to insure 
interchange planning. Libertyville Mayor 
Jo Ann Eckmann applauded the 
cooperative effort which will insure Rte. 
53 access at Lake-Cook Rd., Rte. 22, 
Midlothian-Peterson Rds., Rte. 45 and 
Rte. 21, along with an 1-94 link at 
Gumee. 

Apparently lost in the shuffle has been a 
westward stretch looping Johnsburg and 
Fox Lake to hook up with Rte. 12 at the 
Wisconsin stateline. The roadway, 
originally envisioned with Rte. 53 by 
planners more than 25 years ago, still is 
on the drawing boards where the 
controversial central county expressway 
rested until three years ago.

The time has come to stop "bashing" 
the Navy for the long suffering ills asso- 
ciated with the North Chicago School 
District 

The military, and in this case, the 
Navy, never pays impact fees for the chil- 
dren of military families. These monies 
are paid by the Dcpt. of Education, based 
on numbers of children in seats. These 
same monies are also paid for those fami- 
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lies living in subsidized housing. The 
amount is approximately $1,750 per 
pupil for the current year. The Dept. of 
Education is current in its. payment to 
North Chicago. It is not the federal gov- 
ernment's fault that local authorities can- 
not balance their school budget 

The North Chicago elementary and 
high school districts merged in 1989; 
most of their combined outstanding debts 
were paid by the state at that time, leav- 
ing the newly formed North Chicago Unit 
District with almost a zero debt Now, 
four years later, the district is again in 
debt and stands ready to disband. Most if 
not all, of the surrounding school districts 
are already full, and have their own finan- 
cial problems. The proposal to send 1,600 
elementary school children to Woodland 
Schools is absurd. They just reduced their 
budget by $150,000. Where does North 
Chicago think that Woodland will get the 
money for the added students? 

I believe that those responsible for al- 
lowing this to happen — the superinten- 
dent the school board, and administrators 
should be held accountable for Uheir ac- 
tions. Taxpayers from North Chicago and 
surrounding communities should ask for 
an accounting of funds, year by year, 
since the 1989 merge, to determine what 
monies were spent where. 

If, indeed, the problem lies with insuf- 
ficient impact fees, then lobby congress 
to increase the fees. But if the problem 
lies with the administrators of the district 
then let them stand accountable for their 
actions.

Tax relief sounds 
good. Additional funds will increase the 
coffers of several taxing bodies. The ques- 
tion is does money equate with improve- 
ment? 

Economic development is an over- 
used buzz-word. What are the results of 
the current boom? They are paved lots 
with under-occupied stores whose litter 



blows over two-laned highways being 
converted to more lanes for the ever in- 
creasing traffic that decrease the quality of 
our air. What was once countryside ap- 
pears like a sprawling megalopolis with 
strip malls joining one small disappearing 
town to another. 

Education has been severely compro- 
mised, schools are over-crowded and un- 
der-equipped. Land is so densely occupied 
that homes have little more man a fringe 
of mowed grass. Development has de- 
stroyed valuable open land, wetlands, and 
desirable habitat The campground ear- 
marked for rape and deemed expendable is 
a natural area enjoyed by those who cher- 
ish the outdoors and is host to numerous 
species of animal life. Paved and smoth- 
ered earth will hold 550 vehicles. A recep- 
tion center, restaurant and shops will con- 
sume more land. The remaining natural 
environment will be dotted with "walking 
paths" which will render this land sterile 
and unfit for wildlife. The size of the 
"boats" on an already over used waterway 
spells additional disasters for the envi- 
ronment 

Tourism infers that the crowds of 
people flowing into the area will spend 
their money at local businesses. People 
who like to gamble tend to spend their 
dollars doing just that Money spent for 
drinks, food, or trinkets, will more likely, 
be laid out on the premises. 

Money, no matter how it is used, will » 
not off-set this development disguised as a 
benefit to be vied for.

Firefight- 
ers are often heavily exposed to carbon 
monoxide and polycycllc aromatic hydro- 
carbons — the nasty chemicals in smoke."

Real estate is usually defined as the land 
and everything attached to it, such as: 
buildings, trees, shrubs, etc. The buyer 
normally gets all of the real estate, but 
none of the owner's personal property. The 
problem arises when personal property has 
become a part of the real estate. This is 
called a fixture and does pass with the real 
estate. 

There are three usual tests which must 
be satisfied. Has the personal property 
been permanently annexed to the real 
estate? Is it intended to become part of the 
real estate? And finally, what is the focal 
custom? Usual fixtures might include: 
shades, heaters, ranges, screens, storm 
windows, lighting fixtures, etc. 

It is important that the seller spell out 
specifically in his sales agreement exactly 
what he intends to give to the buyer as part 
of real estate. This will save 
misunderstanding at the closing, and 
sometimes save a sale.

hen Central Baptist Children's Home/Family 
Services was founded as Chicago Baptist 
Orphanage in 1895, its primary mission was 
to care for children who were orphaned because their 
parents succumbed to disease or some other untimely, 
death. 

As society's problems changed, with increasing drug 
and alcohol abuse, the reasons children were placed in 
orphanages changed. Also, over time, the approach 
towards dealing with dysfunctional families shifted. 

"In the '60s, child welfare as we know it didn't wonV 
with families. The families were the bad people. All the 
emphasis was on the child," said Donna Kazragis, pro- 
gram director of Community Alternative Renewal 
Experiences (CARE) for Central Baptist Home. 

In the late '60s and early 70s, the philosophy on 
orphanages changed and children were instead being 
placed in foster homes. Central Baptist no longer

served as an orphanage and its focus shifted to family 
preservation at a time when child welfare philosophy 
was also undergoing transformation. 

"There was a shift In the '80s under the Carter admin- 
istration — Parents are not bad. We need to work with 
them," said Kazragis. 

Over the years and through the changes, Central 
Baptist Home headquartered In Lake Villa has evolved. 
It now has 26 geographic sites throughout Illinois, and 
one in St. Louis Missouri, providing a wide range of 
family services. Although- the services are varied, the 
mission is the same, "To help families remedy condi- 
tions of risk and to thrive and function in ways that 
promote health, social, emotional and spiritual devel- 
opment of all family members 'that they might have life 
... in al Its fullness.' (John 10:10)" 

Now, Central Baptist is preparing to re-open residen- 
tial facilities this summer as part of a new program, 
CARE. But this time, the aim is to work with the families 
as well as the children and to eventually return the chil- 
dren to their homes. 

CARE is the brainchild of Jimmle H. Smith, deputy 
director of downstate program operations, and the pro- 
gram is being developed by Kazragis. 

The residential placement Is one part of CARE. 
Through it Lake County youths will be able to live clos- 
er to their families thereby enabling a future reunifica- 
tion. Currently, there are about 1,000 Illinois children 
placed in residential facilities outside of the state mak- 
ing integrated services difficult, If not impossible. 

Other parts of CARE include in-home counseling, to 
prevent children from ending up in residential care, 
and a day treatment program for children who can't be 
accommodated in the public schools. 

"In the day treatment program there will be a thera- 
peutic emphasis," said Kazragis. "When a child comes 
to school In the morning and he's been physically 
abused the night before, you can't teach math the first 
thing." 

For children to be accepted into the CARE program, 
families must commit to working with Central Baptist 
CARE also works with other community-based services 
so when the children return home or to their commu- 
nity school, they can stay there. 

Kazragis said the trend in social services is toward 
community Investment or "rap-around service." 

"If a child is getting in trouble, it's not only the par- 
ents problem. It's a police problem. It's all of our prob- 
lem," said Kazragis. . 

Other services, provided through Central Baptist 
Children's Home are family preservation, child and 
family counseling, child development services, home- 
maker services, community-based youth services, fos- 
ter family care, adoption and community mental health 
services. 

Another Lake County site Is the Busy Bee Children's 
Center, a daycare for low-income families, and 
Lakeshore Family Services in Waukegan. Last fall, a 
new facility was built which includes a state-of-the art 
child development center. 

Services provided through Central Baptist Home are 
not only for Baptists. "We're affiliated with the 
American Baptist Church, but It doesn't matter what 
faith the child is, or whether the child has any faith at

Update On Airline 
Price-Fixing Suit 

by JIM WARNKEN, President, 
North Star Travel, Inc. 

Much has happened since I last reported on the 
class-action suit against nine of the nation's largest 
airlines. Here's the latest. 

Who is eligible to file a claim? 

Anyone who bought domestic air tickets between 
Jan. 1 f 1988 and June 30, 1992 on American, 
Continental, Delta, Midway, Northwest, Pan Am, 
TWA, United and US Air for travel from most major 
cities. 

Exceptions. If your company paid for" the ticket, 
they file. Air/Cruise packages where the airfare 
was included, are not eligible. 

When must you file? 

The deadline has been extended to June 30, 
1993. 
Where do you get claim forms? 

Call 800-854-7264 between 7:30 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
weekdays or 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. Saturday, or write to 
Airlines Antitrust Litigation, PO Box 209, Philadel- 
phia, PA 19107. Request form A, B, or C. Form A 
is for infrequent flyers and requires little documen- 
tations. Form B is for claims of up to *2,500 in air 
tickets. Request Form C for claims above that' 
amount. 

How do I prove my claim? 

Credit card statements and expense reports are 
your best bet, if your claim is challenged. Your 
travel agent may be of some help for tickets pur- 
chased within the last two years. 

What Ho I get and when do I get It 

No one expects the attorneys will get any cash. 
Everyone else gets to split *408 million in discount 
certificates. 

In my opinion, with the millions of claims ex- 
pected to be filed, the average coupon will have 
little value accept for the very large claims. 

Certificates, which may be redeemed through 
your travel agent, will be distributed about 18 
months after the June 1 filing deadline.

"Marvin's Room," a provocative play by the late Scott McPherson, an AIDS victim, 
I gets into heaciy turf in a reprise run at Chicago's Goodman Theatre, focusing, as it 
I does, on both death and rebirth. 

With humor and an intelligent script, the play sets its audience for several hearty 
I laughs and a good cry or two. And it brings to the surface the frailty of our mortali- 
ty. Its well-defined characters are eccentric, moody or slightly nutty— but never 
I dull.

I den father and slightly dotty aunt, suddenly finds the tables turned when she Is 
stricken with leukemia.

Carol Schultz gives a life -affirming perfor- 
mance as Bessie. When she counts her bless- 
ings, there's absolutely no question of her sin- 
cerity. The dying father is seen only through 
an opaque glass block wall, but one knows 
how proud he must be to have raised such a 
loving daughter. 

Yet her troubled nephew Hank (Chuck 
Huber) can't fathom the altruistic lifestyle, 
"Nobody does anything just to be nice," he 
insists. 

Mary Beth Fisher, In the part of the sister, 
overdoes it a bit as the single mother strug- 
gling to cope with a rebellious teenager. But 
her true sympathetic side eventually shines 
through in a poignant makeup scene with Carol Schultz (left) and Mary Beth Fisher 
Bessie. In a scene from "Marvin's Room." 

And Jane Maclver is a delight as the soap-opera-hooked spinster aunt with an electron- 
ic anesthetizer (to ease the pain of collapsed vertebrae) that has a pendency to short cir- 
cuit the garage door opener.

of the valance face and 
end pieces made from 
standard 1 x 12 Western 
Lumber plus a top piece 
made from a 1x6 board. 
The styles shown can eas 
ily be adapted to any 
length. 

If the valance is to be 
used with another win- 
dow covering, such as 
curtains, draperies or 
blinds, first measure the 
curtain rod, then add at 
least two inches at each 
end for clearance. Cut the 
1x12 face board to that 
length. Also cut two 5 
1/2-inch lengths of 1x12 
. for the end pieces. For the 
valance top, cut the 1x6 to 
a length 11/2 inches 
shorter than the front 
piece. Using a saber saw 
or jigsaw, shape the bot- 
tom edge of the valance 
board in a style to com- 
plement your decor. It 
needn't be fancy to add a 
nice touch to your room. 
Straight -edged valances 
are quite popular — and 
simple to make. 

Before assembling, 
sand the front and end 
pieces, rounding and 
smoothing the edges. For 
an easy-to-finlsh surface, 
first use a medium grain 
sand paper, then sand 
again with a fine grain 
paper. The top piece 



should be sanded for ease 
of finishing but the edges 
should be left square. To 
assemble, glue and nail 
the front piece to the end 
pieces using four 2 -inch 
(6d) finishing nails at 
each joint. Attach the top 
piece just below the top 
edge of the valance, using 
glue and 6d finishing 
nails. Use four nails where 
the top. meets the end 
pieces, but minimize the 
number of nails attaching 
the face board to the top 
piece (one nail about two 
inches in from each end 
will probably suffice). 

For a more finished 
look, countersink the 
nails and fill the holes 
with wood putty. Finish 
with stain or paint. Or, for 
a fabric covered valance, 
pad the outside faces and 
lower edges with batting, 
stretch fabric over both 
the inside and outside of 
the valance and secure us- 
ing tacks or staples on the 
hidden portion of the 
valance. 

To install, position the 
valance on the wall, cen- 
tered above the window, 
and mark the location of 
the top and ends. Avoid 
visible marks on the wall 
by marking the inside 
edges of the valance. 
Draw a line on the wall 
marking the inside top 



edge of the valance, mak- 
ing sure the line is 
parallel to the top of the 
window. Using the line as 
a guide, attach 1 1/2 -inch 
L- brackets to the wall ev- 
ery 16-24 inches, making 
sure there is a bracket at 
each end. 

Attach the brackets to 
the wall at studs or use 
molly screws. Position the 
valance atop the brackets, 
center it above the win- 
dow and mark screw 
holes on the underside of 
the top piece. Pre-drill 
the holes and attach the 
valance to the brackets 
using 1/2 -Inch wood 
screws. 

Materials list: One length 
of 1x12 Western Lumber, 
one length of 1x6 
Western lumber, a half - 
pound of 6d finishing 
nails wood putty 
(optional), about four 1 
1/2 Inch L -brackets, 
enough molly screws or 1 
1/2-Inch wood crews to 
attach the brackets, 
enough I/2-lnch wood 
screws to attach the 
valance to the brackets, 
your choice of finishing 
materials (paint, stain or 
fabric). 

Tools list: Saber saw or 
jigsaw, hammer, screw- 
driver, natlset (optional), 
electric drill.

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Think twice before becoming your own contractor

On occasion, home- 
owners contemplating a 
residential project will 
ask the advantages and 
disadvantages of acting as 
their own general 
contractor. They theorize 
that eliminating the 
management fee charged 
by the contractor will save 
them valuable 
construction budget 
dollars. 

Typically, a contractor 
will take the sum of his 
subcontractor costs, such 
as the carpenter, plumber 
or electrician, plus his 
own direct work, and add 
from 10 to 20 percent to 
cover his overhead and 
profit On a good sized 
project, this can represent 
a substantial amount 

Before you decide to 
Jump into the construc- 
tion business, consider 



what your efforts will be to 
save these fees. 

A contractor's Irst task 
is to examine the 
drawings and specifica- 
tions for the project, and 
determine the construc- 
tion trades required to 
fulfill all phases. 

The goal is to obtain * 
bids from each subcon- 
tractor to create a total, 
guaranteed cost for the 
project. Not all the re- 
quirements will be shown 
on the drawings. These 
items Include temporary 
protection, utilities, labor, 
cleaning and removal of 
construction debris. 

Prior to the start of 
construction, building 
permits requiring consid- 
erable information, time 
and effort must be pro- 
cessed. Once construction 
begins, scheduling of the 
trades requires a knowl- 



edge of construction se- 
quencing. Finally, the 
contractor is ultimately 
responsible for the work- 
manship, quality and ac- 
curacy of all his subcon- 
tractors. 

A typical construction 
project can involve as 
many as 15 to 20 different 
trades. You will be re- 
quired to locate these dif- 
ferent subcontractors, and 
assess the ability and rep- 
utation of each one. 

Don't become con- 
fused about plumbers or 
electricians listed in the 
yellow pages. They are 
usually service tradesmen 
in the repair field, and 
charge higher rates than 
construction subcontrac- 
tors. One of the biggest 
challenges a general con- 
tractor faces is finding 
' and keeping qualified 
subcontractors.

Once you have re- 
ceived subcontractor bids 
for the work, how do you, 
know that they have in - 
eluded all the required 
work? Many trades will 
have work that may over- . 
lap within the scope of 
work performed by 
others: Additionally, how 
can you be sure that their 
prices are fair and 
competitive? 

. So far, our activity has 
been confined to pushing 
paperwork- When con- 
struction begins, and a 
portion of the work has 
been overlooked in the 
bidding, it becomes the 
general contractor's 
problem because he has 
guaranteed a total price. If 
you are the contractor, it is 
now your problem. That 
expense will be coming 
out of your pocket 
If mistakes are made 



during construction, do 
you possess the technical 
expertise to recognize 
them, and know how they 
should be corrected? You 
will be directly responsi- 
ble in dealing with the 
subcontractors. One ad- 
vantage a contractor has is 
he frequently uses the 
same subcontractors over 
and over, so they have an 
interest in performing 
properly. Since you will 
probably not be building 
again, their interest will 
not be the same. 

Other requirements 
you will face will be non- 
technical You will need 
to have liability, risk and 
workman's compensation 
insurance, which is ex- 
pensive. 

Another large stum- 
bling block can be the 
limitations placed by the 
lender who is financing

the project, and has an in- 
terest in your project be- 
ing completed correctly. 

You may now start 
seeing how a contractor 
earns his fee, requiring 
considerable technical 
expertise, experience and 
management skills. To 
sum up, the words of a 
client who contracted his 
own house construction 
says it best, "You can 
never anticipate the time, 

effort, headaches and 
problems you will en- 
counter. I would never do 
it again."

The house, faced by a 
circular driveway, in- 
cludes four bedrooms, 
three half- baths, living 
room, dining room, 
kitchen, family room, and 
a two-and-a-half-car 
garage.

'Show House' revives classical Greek design 



As a reminder of gen- 
tler times, the latest "show 
house" has its roots 
deeply planted in the his- 
tory of American architec- 
ture — as well as in the 
classical traditions of an- 
cient Greece. 

"This is the most for- 
mal house ever built by 
"Country Living Maga- 
zine," notes Joe Porter of 
the American Wood 
Council. "Although It fea- 
tures state-of-the-art li- 
ability throughout, its 
classical Greek Revival ar- 
chitecture reflects the style 
that flourished in this 



country during the mid- 
19th century and which 
was particularly popular 
in the Midwest, especially 
In regions of Illinois." 

Commissioned by 
"Country Living" and the 
American Wood Council, 
the 3,500-square-foot ele- 
gant home is scheduled 
for completion this May. 
Chosen as an appropriate 
site for this Greek Revival 
beauty is a heavily 
wooded lot, surrounded 
by mature oak trees in 
Lake Bluff. 

Lake Bluff began life in 
the same manner as so 



many Lake County vil- 
lages, as a 19th-century 
summer resort and 
Methodist camp meeting 
ground. The historic 
shoreline town was the 
site of temperance meet : 
ings in the 1880s and has 
a converted monastery as 
its conference center. 

Typical of Greek Re- 
vival design, the "Country 
Living" house has distinc- 
tive square Doric columns 
supporting a two-story 
front veranda. As an up- 
date, the clapboard exte- 
rior is painted a pale yel- 
low with white trim — ln- 
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Doric columns. 

Period detailing is 
featured throughout — 
such as interior wood 
columns in classic Doric 
style with fluted shafts, a 
carved classical hardwood 
fireplace mantle with 
marble, and authentic - 
design polished brass . 
Greek Revival reproduc- 
tion lighting fixtures. 
Other custom features in- 
clude oak floors, a built-in 
dining room hutch, a 
master bathroom with 
whirlpool tub and Greek 
Revival style decorative 
tiles, and an open-style 



kitchen and family room 
separated by a breakfast 
bar. 

Not only does the clas- 
sical design of this house 
come with an impressive 
pedigree, but its co- de- 
signers do, too. Stuart Co- 
hen and partner Julie 
Hacker were named by 
prestigious "Architectural 
Digest" as among the 
world's 100 best archi- 
tects.

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Doing away with old- fashioned gutters 



Traditionally, the only 
way to stop rain from 
running off the roof in 
sheets and eroding the 
ground below, was to nail 
gutters and downspouts 
onto a house.

moldings and intricate 
paintings adorned with 
gold leaf. Approximately 
1,400 linear feet of plaster 
crown moldings have 
been restored to date. By 
creating molds from exist- 
ing workmanship, arti- 
sans were able to copy 
motifs to replace dam- 
aged areas. And on many 
of the upper floors, they 
transplanted moldings 
found on lower levels to 
underscore decor.

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Once is not enough 
when treating deck 



Experts report that the 
average cost of a new deck 
is $3,000. Leave it unpro- 
tected, and your deck will 
look old and weathered in 
just a year. And maintain- 
ing that deck can cost as 
little as $50 or $60 a year. 

There are two types of 
products available for 
treating decks: preserva- 
tives that protect it from 
ultra-vioiet lights, insects, 
and decay, and water re- 
pellents that protect the 
wood from mold and 
mildew. 

Most homeowners 
know it is best to use a 
product containing both a 
wood preservative and a 
water repellent, on their 
decks, but homeowners 
tend to disagree about 
how often to reapply these 
products. Some say to re- 
treat a deck every two to 
three years, some claim 
each spring and fall. 

Because water repel- 
lents wear off quickly ex- 
perts claim decks should 
be treated every spring 
and fall. Several factors, 
including foot traffic, 
weather conditions, expo- 
sure to water from fre- 
quent plant watering or a 
hot tub, and what product 
you originally used to pro- 




tect your deck all affect 
how long your treatment ■ 
will last 

If you first treat your 
deck with a combined 
wood preservative and 
water repellent, you can 
retreat it once or twice a 
year with a water repellent 
only. If you start to see 
some signs of mold and 
mildew, probably after 
four or five years, you'll 
need to reapply the wood 
preservative with water 
repellent. 

Retreating your deck is 
easy unless you stained it 
with a standard house 
stain. The stain won't 
protect the deck from in- 
sects, decay or even mold 
and mildew, and prevents 



a wood preservative or wa- 
ter repellent from pene- 
trating the surface. You'll 
have to remove the stain 
by sanding, then give the 
deck a good cleaning and 
treat it with a wood 
preservative /water repel- 
lent product. 

There are semi-trans- 
parent stains that contain 
both wood preservative 
and water repellent You 
may notice a weathering 
of the color of these stains, 
which merely Indicates 
the water repellent is 
wearing off. 

Depending upon how 
much you use the deck, 
you may need to reapply a 
coat of stain every 18 to 24 
months, especially in ar- 
eas subject to a lot of foot 
traffic. You don't have to 
remove the old stain, just 
apply another coat of 
stain right on top of it 

To determine if your 
water repellent is wearing 
off, sprinkle water on your 
deck on a dry day. If it 
beads up like rain on a 
waxed car, it's fine. If not, 
retreat it with a water re- 
pellent. 

If you just build a deck, 
select a wood preservative 
water repellent which is 
paintable and stainable.

Floral prints on fur- 
nishings can range from 
muted to splashy, de- 
pending on the mood 
you're trying to create. 
And it doesn't hurt to mix

So bring the outdoors 
inside. Your rooms can 
bloom in a variety of ways, 
the choice is yours. 

For most people, re- 
decorating means drap- 
ing the couch with fabric 
books, paint samples and 
carpet swatches, piecing 
together a room that will 
appear bright, fresh and 
thoroughly impressive. 

In the process it's easy 
to forget that the view 
framed by the window is a 
part of the room too, with 
rectangles of light, 
movement, color and 
shape as dramatic as any 
painting on the wall.

The simplest alterna- 
tive is to install window

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"It's one place where we can come 
and be ourselves," said Linda, one of 
the mentally ill members at the 
Independence Center "clubhouse" on 
Washington Street in Waukegan. 

"We come in the morning," said Billy, 
another member, "and we stay all day 
because we like It here, we have tasks to 
do and we're getting trained for outside 
jobs." 

The members find out about the 
Center from friends, social workers or 
the Department of Rehabilitation, Billy 
explained. 

"And, once you're a member you are 
always a member," Billy said. 

The Center is open Monday through 
Friday/and one Saturday a month. It is 
also open for most holidays. 

A large task board holds all of the 
day's tasks, which also translate into 
Job-training skills. In the morning, 
each member chooses which task 
he/she will perform that day, and them 
removes that task card from the board. 

The concept is simple—everyone has 
a job to do at the Center, and ail of the 
jobs are important. Members may 
choose to work in the Snack Shop, the 
lunchroom, the kitchen, on the news- 
paper staff or to do typing chores; 
someone will be a receptionist and 
someone else will work on the mainte- 
nance team. Everyone contributes.

The Center offers a Supported 
Employment Program (SEP) for mem- 
bers who require ongoing support to re- 
tain employment Staff personnel help 
members keep jobs for extended peri- 
ods of time. 

"Everyone can work at their own pace 
here," explained Pierce. "Those that 
are highly motivated to work and learn 
to assume responsibility will be suc- 
cessful." 

Some members have their Master's 
degrees; others don't yet have their 
G.E.D.'s. For members who want to 
take college classes, the Supported 
Education Program works in conjunc- 
tion with the College of Lake County, 
and Independence Center staff work 
with the members to help them register 
for classes. 

The Independence Center doors 
opened in July, 1989, according to 
Pierce. The only qualifications to Join 
are to have a history of mental illness 
and to be over 18; currently the facility 
has 120 active members, and approxi- 
mately another 120 who are inactive, 
Pierce said. 

"Mental illness Is a long-term situa- 



tion," added Pierce. "The lives of our 
members can stabilize, or they can face 
some roller-coaster periods. Our phi- 
losophy is that we are going to be with 
our members-for the long haul. 1 * 

One-third of the members live at 
home with their families, one-third live 
on their own and one-third live; in 
structured places such as group homes. 
The Center has a housing program to 
help members find a place to live. 

Started by the Alliance for the 
Mentally 111 in Libertyville, the Center Is 
now funded partly by a grant from the 
Department of Mental Health, the 
Department of Rehabilitation, DORS, 
private foundations and United Way of 
Lake County. One-third of the budget 
comes from private donations and fun- 
raising efforts. 

Growing from the first Fountain 
House in New York City in the early 60s, 
Independence Houses and Fountain 
Houses for the mentally ill also exist in 
Milwaukee, Madison and St Louis, in 
the Midwest, and are as far away as 
England and Denmark. 

On June 12, the Waukegan 
Independence Center will have a Flea 
Market as a fund raiser.

9* Dcsr.,.Scarch: On an interview lift month, I was told 
thai if the position was offered to me, that I would be paid at 
a specific salary plus benefits which included medical and 
dental coverage. The employer went on to say that should I 
opt not to take the medical and dental coverage, that I would 
be paid ai a higher salary. I personally was intrigued by this 
as my husband has excellent family coverage and the 
additional benefits are nice, but unnecessary. Is this a new 
trend? G.D. - Libertyville 

A: Dear G.D. I hear more and more of employee oriented 
companies thai want to cut unnecessary costs wherever 
possible and give back what they can to their employees. 
Quite often, with i duel income family, one or both 
providers may- complete family coverage included in their 
package. While insurance is a great benefit in any position, 
there may be a contribution to the company on the part of 
the employee to obtain these benefits. If both parties are 
contributing to their insurance package it may be an 
unnecessary expense and lillle advantage. Of course one can 
say you can never have loo much insurance, however, if it is 
costing additional monies out of your pocket and ii isn't 
needed, you have too much. There are employers who are 
taking this into consideration and in doing so have found 
that quite often they are giving out insurance when not 
needed by the employee and in turn are offering the 
employee a higher salary if the employee chooses to waive 
the insurance package. In may cases the difference can be 
substantial, however, insurance packages do vary, so, if you 
or anyone you know should run up against this type of 
situation again, please be sure to obtain a copy of the 
employers insurance package and weigh ii against your 
spouses policy to be sure that your family is covered as 
thoroughly as possible. Be sure to. look for things such as 
maternity coverage, disability coverage and emergency room 
services to name a few.
